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Heroic teenager saves 
neighbour from river 


A TEENAGER gave his next door neighbour 
a Christmas present to remember - by sav¬ 
ing his life. 

Ian Taylor, 42, was cleaning rubbish from 
the river at the back of his home - Soham 
Lode - when he got into difficulty. 

Although the river is only around 2 to 3ft 
deep, there are hidden pockets of silt, which 
Mr Taylor did not realise. 

Before he knew it, the father-of-one, who 
lives in Mill Corner, Soham, with his wife, 
Naomi, 44, had stepped into silt and was 
sinking quickly. 

He started to shout for help but by the time 
Naomi had rushed down to the water’s edge 
the water was up to his armpits and just his 
arms and head were above the water. 

Thankfully, Ian’s next door neighbour, 
Sarah Bennett, heard him screaming for 
help and rushed upstairs to her son, Harry, 
19, who was asleep in bed. 

Without a pause for thought, 

Harry, a former Soham Village 
College student, donned his 
waders and rushed outside. He 
climbed over the fence at the 
back of the garden and leapt 
into the river before dragging 
Ian from the silt and to the riv- 
erbank to safety. 

Another frantic neighbour had 
dialled 999 and firefighters 
arrived moments after Harry had got Ian 
to safety. 

Harry, who lives with his mum and dad, 
Mark, said: “My mum came running

upstairs shouting. I was in bed at the time so 
didn’t have a clue what was going on. 

“She said that Ian was stuck in the river 
and that he was sinking. 

“I got out of bed, quickly put my waders on 
and ran out into the back garden. I climbed 
over the fence and leapt into the river. 

“Everyone else was too scared to jump in 
the water but I know the river well. I’ve been 
in the river ever since I was a little boy so 
know where all the silt areas are. 

“He was sinking really fast and the out¬ 
come certainly could’ve been a lot worse. 

“It was a struggle to drag him from the silt 
but I don’t feel like a hero - I just feel like I 
helped him out.” 

But Ian, who works as a civil servant, 
said: “I do feel like Harry saved my 
life. I hadn’t been into the river 
before but had seen lots of peo¬ 
ple cleaning rubbish from it so I 
thought I’d be fine. 

“Even though it is shallow, 
before I knew it I was sinking. 
My waders filled up and I was 
getting lower and lower. 

“It was pretty frightening. If 
my wife, Harry or any of the 
neighbours hadn’t have been at 
home I dread to think what would’ve 
happened to me. I feel extremely grateful to 
Harry for what he did and certainly won’t be 
going back in the river.”

Man ‘critical’ after 
accident at farm

A FARM worker was left fighting for 
his life after being involved in a seri¬ 
ous accident near Ely. 

Emergency services, including the 
East of England Ambulance Service 
(EEAS) and the Magpas Helimedix Air 
Ambulance, were called to Willow 
Farm in Pymoor Common, Little 
Downham, after a man, aged in his 
60s, fell around 10ft to the ground. 

It is believed the man fell from a 
forklift truck or a tractor and that a 
heavy load the vehicle was carrying 
then landed on top of him. 

The incident happened at around 
3.55pm last Friday. 

Willow Farm is shared by numerous 
businesses, including Corkers Crisps 
and Taylor Farms Ltd. 

Bosses at Corkers Crisps declined to 
comment on the incident and nobody 
from Taylor Farms Ltd was available

to comment. 

The victim was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, 
in a “critical” condition. 

A spokeswoman for Magpas said: 
“The Magpas team assessed the 
patient, who suffered suspected chest 
and back injuries. 

“They administered pain relief and 
anti-sickness treatment, whilst work¬ 


ing alongside ambulance crews. 

“The Helimedix then accompanied 
the man, in a land ambulance, to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, monitoring 
his condition all the way. 

“On arrival at the hospital, he was in 
a serious condition.” 

A spokesman for the EEAS said: “We 
attended the incident at Willow Farm 
and the man was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by land 
ambulance. 

“The air ambulance also attended 
and we worked alongside them to 
treat the patient. 

“He was in a critical condition as a 
result of the injuries he suffered.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said they were alerted about 
the incident but that they did not 
attend. 

A spokesman for the Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE) said the inci¬ 
dent had not yet been reported to 
them.

A COUPLE are demanding 
that they and their son are 
moved out of their “hell hole” 
social housing home. 

Marisha and Wayne 
Hayden-Martin say their 
lives are being made a misery 
as Sanctuary Housing is 
doing nothing about their 
damp, flea-ridden bungalow 
in Lawns Crescent, Little 
Downham. 

The couple moved from a 
council house in Cambridge 
into the Sanctuary-owned 
property in mid-November 
with their 11-year-old son Jay 
and say they have had prob¬ 
lems ever since. 

They say that the majority of 
the bungalow’s rooms are so 
damp that all three of them 
are sleeping in the living 
room; the electricity is unsafe 
and that the property is 
infested with fleas. 

Sanctuary says Mr and Mrs 
Hayden-Martin viewed the 
property in August before 
agreeing to the exchange - 
but the couple says the bun¬ 
galow was fine then. 

Marisha, 35, who suffers 
with Carpal Tunnel 
Syndrome, Raynaud’s 
Phenomenon and asthma, 
said: “Sanctuary are well 
aware that the bungalow is 


uninhabitable but they are 
doing absolutely nothing 
about it. 

“When we viewed the prop¬ 
erty in August it was fine and 
we were looking forward to 
making a fresh start in Little 
Downham. 

“When we came to move in 
in November it was in a hor¬ 
rendous state but because we 
had already signed all the 
paperwork the only options 
we had was to move in or be 
made homeless. 

“The place is a hell hole - 
you wouldn’t allow a dog to 
live in it. 

“Our mattresses are damp 
so we are all sleeping in the 
living room, which seems to 
be the driest room. 

“The place was infested 
with fleas when we moved in 
and I’ve tried every product 
on the market to get rid of 
them but we are still infested

and Sanctuary is doing noth¬ 
ing about it. My son was bit¬ 
ten 42 times in one night.” 

Marisha, who is studying a 
Fashion Design degree at 
Anglia Ruskin University in 
Cambridge, said: “The condi¬ 
tions are not only making us 
ill and depressed but they are 
also dangerous. 

“The lights trip most nights 
and it’s just not safe to have so 
much water around power 
supplies. 

“We need to be rehoused. 
My son cries himself to sleep 
most nights. We can’t take it 
anymore.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Sanctuary said: “The Hayden- 
Martin family viewed the 
home before agreeing to a 
mutual exchange and moving 
into the property a month 
ago. 

“We are working with them 
to address their concerns.”

Horse owner, 
25, is banned

A HORSE owner has been 
banned from keeping 
equines for five years after 
one of his ponies was found 
emaciated and close to death. 

Scott Daley, 25, has also 
been fined £1,000 after being 
charged with failing to pro¬ 
vide a suitable diet, parasite 
control and veterinary care 
for a three-year-old filly called 
Sapphire. 

The RSPCA were called to 
Barcham Farm in Soham in 
May after receiving a call 
about the female black pony. 
Inspectors found her to be in 
an emaciated body condition 
and very weak. 

Inspector Richard Lythgoe 
said: “This poor pony was 
pretty close to death when we 
found her - incredibly thin 
and in a very bad way. She was 
lucky to survive and would

have suffered a great deal for 
some time. 

“If only Sapphire had been 
taken to the vets sooner she 
wouldn’t have got into such a 
bad state. 

“The veterinary report 
pointed to malnutrition and 
lack of veterinary treatment 
for the reasons behind her 
being in such a state.” 

Daley, of Cornwell Close, 
Soham, was found guilty of 
causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to Sapphire at Cambridge 


Magistrates’ Court on 
December 10. 

As well as the fine, he was 
disqualified from keeping 
equines for five years and was 
made subject to a two-year 
conditional discharge. 

Sapphire has since made a 
full recovery and is now in the 
care of World Horse Welfare, 
where she is waiting to find a 
new home. 

However, because of the 
long-term malnutrition, she 
now has growth problems 
with her front legs, which 
means she will never be able 
to be ridden. 

It is the second time this 
year that Barcham Stables 
have been at the centre of an 
RSPCA case. 

In August, racehorse trainer 
Michael Hammond, of Lester 
Piggott Way, Newmarket, was 
fined £1,000 after his horse, 
Galaxy, was found in a similar 
emaciated state at the site. 


Burglars threaten man and baby in Soham 


A MAN holding his baby 
daughter was threatened with 
a crowbar by burglars at his 
home in Soham. 

The incident happened at 
about 6.45pm last Wednesday 
in Sand Street after the victim 
heard noises coming from his 
garage. 


He went to investigate hold¬ 
ing his one-year-old daughter 
and found two men in bala¬ 
clavas in the garage. 

He challenged them and 
they made off empty-handed 
after dropping a hedge trim¬ 
mer and threatening him 
with the crowbar. 


They got into a silver Ford 
Mondeo which was later 
found burned out near 
Lakenheath.

Jobs lost as Blockbuster shuts its doors 


ELY’S Blockbuster store closed on 
Sunday. 

The major DVD and games 
rental company collapsed for the 
first time in January but was sold 
to Gordon Brothers Europe in 
March. 

However, in October bosses of 
that firm then called in 
administrators Moorfields 
Corporate Recovery and they 
announced on Thursday that 
every Blockbuster store in the UK 
was to close. 


Staff at the Ely branch, in High 
Street, were unable to speak to 
Ely News about the closure but 
confirmed the store was to close 
on Sunday. 

It is not known how many 
people have lost their jobs as a 
result of the store closing but 
nationwide there are more than 
800 jobs being lost as a result of 
91 Blockbuster stores shutting for 
good. 

“It is with regret that we have to 
make this announcement. We 


appreciate this is a difficult time 
for all concerned and would like 
to thank staff for their 
professionalism and support over 
the past month,” said joint 
administrators Simon Thomas and 
Nick O’Reilly. 

“Unfortunately, we were unable 
to secure a buyer for the group as 
a going concern and as a result 
had to take the regrettable action 
to close the remaining stores.” 

Before its troubles began, 
Blockbuster had 528 stores.

School sponsor decided 



AN education trust recommended 
by council chiefs to run a new pri¬ 
mary school in Ely has been 
ditched by Central Government. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet had chosen the Barnfield 
Schole Academy Trust as its pre¬ 
ferred sponsor for the new school 
in North Ely. 

The decision proved to be contro¬ 
versial as at the time the 
Hertfordshire-based organisation 
was being investigated by the 
Department for Education (DfE)

and the Skills Funding Agency for 
its finances and management pro¬ 
cesses. 

But Schools Minister David Laws 
has gone against the council’s rec¬ 
ommendation and has chosen the 
Active Learning Trust (ALT) as the 
school’s sponsor. 

The ALT, which was set up last 
January by a group of school 
improvement practitioners, cur¬ 


rently runs five academies, includ¬ 
ing Chesterton Primary School in 
Cambridge and the Neale Wade 
Academy in March. 

The organisation was second in 
the council’s list of preferred spon¬ 
sors, of which there were six in 
total. 

Speaking on Thursday, when the 
decision was announced, Mr Laws 
said: “Today’s announcement is a 
key milestone in our multi-billion 
pound plan to ensure there are 
enough high-quality school places 


around the country 
“I am delighted by the quality of 
the sponsors we are announcing 
today for new academies in 
Cambridgeshire and Essex. 

“They are top-performing organi¬ 
sations that will use their expertise 
and know-how to ensure young 
people receive the high-quality 
education they deserve.” 

The new school is expected to be 
up and running by 2015. 

The county council was not able 
to comment on the decision. 


Woman accused of 
smuggling £240k 
of cocaine into UK 

A WOMAN from Cambridgeshire has appeared 
in court charged with importing approximately 
£240,000 worth of cocaine into the UK from 
Brazil. 

June Margaret Ireland, 61, has been charged 
with drug importation in connection with an 
incident at Heathrow Airport on Tuesday, 
December 10. 

Ireland, of Bell Gardens, Haddenham, is 
accused of trying to smuggle 6kg of the Class A 
drug into the UK from Sao Paulo, Brazil. 

The approximate street value of the drugs she 
is alleged to have imported is £240,000. 

Ireland appeared at Uxbridge Magistrates 
Court last Wednesday. 

She entered a not guilty plea and was 
remanded in custody. 

Ireland is due to appear at Isleworth Crown 
Court on January 2, 2014. 

The case has been passed to the National 
Crime Agency for further investigation.

Post office: Now 
it’s back to the 
drawing board 



ELY POST OFFICE: Is currently operating from a portable building 
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PLANS to relocate Ely’s post 
office into a convenience 
store have been scrapped - 
and a new search is on to find 
suitable permanent premis¬ 
es. 

The city’s post office has 
been at the centre of contro¬ 
versy for the majority of this 
year. 

Post Office Ltd bosses had to 
move the branch out of the 
building in High Street which 
it has called home for years as 
Lloyds Pharmacy said it 
would not renew the build¬ 
ing’s lease. The premises are 
now being turned into a 
Phones 4 U shop. 

The plan was then to move 
the post office inside the 
Premier Convenience Store - 
just a few doors down the 
High Street - and in the mean 
time the post office is operat¬ 
ing from a temporary build¬ 
ing in Ely’s Newnham Street 
car park. 

But this week, the company 
announced that the proposed 
move to the convenience 
store has been axed and that a 
new search for permanent 
premises is now on. 

lulia Marwood, Post Office 
Regional Network Manager, 
said: “Rest assured we are 
working extremely hard to 
find a permanent solution. 

“Post Office Ltd currently 
has a modernisation invest¬ 
ment programme - the larg¬ 
est in the history of the Post 
Office - to improve its net¬ 
work of offices. This is part of 
a commitment to no more 
branch closures. 

“We want to ensure we get 
the right premises to provide 


post office services on a per¬ 
manent basis in Ely as we 
understand how important 
having a post office is to local 
residents. 

“We would welcome the 
opportunity to talk to Ely 
retailers about the possibility 
of incorporating the post 
office into their retail busi¬ 
ness. We are taking a fresh 
look at the situation and we 
are working hard to find the 
best available solution, 
whether that is one or two 
post offices in Ely. 

“I know the recent period of 
uncertainty has been causing 
concern to our customers 
and I apologise for this 
and for any incon¬ 
venience caused. 

“Thankfully the 
post office in a 
Portacabin is work¬ 
ing well as a tempo¬ 
rary arrangement, 
and has allowed us 
to maintain post 
office services in Ely. I 
would like to thank post 
office staff for their hard work 
and commitment.” 

Bosses say the decision not 
to move the branch into the 
convenience store has been 


made as a result of comments 
made during the public con¬ 
sultation period. 

The main feedback was that 
the premises were not large 
enough. 

Mrs Marwood said: “After 
the decision not to proceed 
with the move to the Premier 
Convenience Store it is back 
to the drawing board to find a 
permanent solution for Ely 
post office services. 

“We are keen to hear from 
retailers willing to take on the 
post office. Ideally it would be 
one retailer with sufficient 
space for five post office 
counter positions. 

“However, if there is 
not one suitable 
retailer, with large 
enough premises, 
we may consider 
two retailers offer¬ 
ing post office ser¬ 
vices in different 
parts of Ely. 

“One would be a 
larger branch and the 
other a smaller new-style 
local post office. Any new 
proposals to relocate Ely post 
office would be subject to a 
new six week public consulta¬ 
tion exercise.” 



Doors of Phones 
4 U now open 

MOBILE phone shop Phones 4 U has 
opened its doors in Ely. 

The major mobile phone chain applied 
for planning permission to move into the 
city’s High Street in August. 

Despite proving controversial with some 
local residents, who said another mobile 
phone shop was the “last thing Ely needs”, 
the proposals were given the green light by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council. 

The branch opened inside what used to 
be the city’s post office premises yesterday. 

The opening means one less empty shop 
in the city’s High Street. 

Blockbuster closed its doors on Sunday 
and the premises next door are still vacant 
after The Ruiz Gallery was closed by 
Rhonda and Bangelis Dallis earlier this 
year. 

The former Starbucks premises on the 
corner of High Street are also still empty, 
as is the former Millets store in Market 
Place. 

Numerous units in Market Street are also 
waiting to be occupied again.

Ely. 

Stallholders from the city’s regular Thursday 
market, farmers’ market and craft and col¬ 
lectables market will be joining forces for the 
festive market on Monday, December 23. 

Everything will be there to help create the 
perfect Christmas from seasonal local vegeta¬ 
bles, rare breed meat and turkeys to artisan 
bread, fine cheese and Christmas decora¬ 
tions. 

There will also be entertainment from the 
City of Ely Military Band who will be playing 
throughout the day, choristers from Ely 
Cathedral will give a short performance and 
there will be a children’s ride. 

Tracey Harding, tourism leader at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, said: “Ely’s 
markets are a lovely place to come to buy 
great gifts, taste some amazing seasonal food 
and hear music to create the perfect festive 
mood. 

“To add to the excitement, there may even be 
a special visit from a certain portly man with 
a beard as white as snow and merry dimples.” 
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Green light 
for Town 
Green status 


A SIX-year campaign to safeguard the 
future of a beauty spot in Ely has 
ended in victory for the applicants. 

Back in 2007, the Local Campaigners 
for the Protection of Rural Ely (LCPRE) 
group first applied for Ely Common to 
be registered as a Town Green. 

The land is an area of open grassland 
between Roswell Pits and Prickwillow 
Road and registering it as a Town 
Green protects the land from any 
development or change in the future. 

The application, submitted by Mr 
Frank Richards on behalf of the LCPRE, 
was rejected two years later. 

Mr Richards then applied for the sta¬ 
tus again in 2010 and after a second 
public inquiry, held earlier this year, 
an inspector said the necessary crite¬ 
ria for the registration had been met. 

The land is owned by Jalsea Marine 
Services and the Thomas Parsons 
Charity, which both objected to the 
application. 

A third objection was also made by 
nearby resident Anthony Isaacson. 

Last Thursday, Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s planning committee 
made the decision that the LCPRE, 
now called Ely Wildspace, has been 
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waiting for - that the common can 
officially become a Town Green. 

Recommending that the status is 
approved, Laurence Smith, the coun¬ 
cil’s asset information definitive map 
officer, said: “The tests set out under 
Section 15 (2) of the Commons Act 2006 
have been fulfilled in that a significant 
number of the inhabitants of the local¬ 
ity have indulged as of right in lawful 
sports and pastimes on the land sub¬ 
ject to the application, for a period of at 
least 20 years.” 

Liz Hunter, chairman of Ely 
Wildspace, said: “We are all absolutely 
delighted. We’ve spent six years cam¬ 
paigning for this and finally we’ve 
heard the news we’ve been waiting for. 

“Town Green status provides Ely 
Common with permanent protection 
and ensures that people can continue 
to use the area for recreation and lei¬ 
sure purposes for years to come, 
whether that be for picnicking, fruit 
picking, dog walking of kite flying.”

Row over 
parking 
lands men 
in court 

TWO men have appeared in 
court after making violent 
threats in a row over a parked 
car.

Group leaps in 
Liam’s memory 


TEENAGE fundraising sen¬ 
sation Callum Fairhurst 
ticked off another lifetime 
ambition - by jumping 
12,000ft out of an aeroplane. 

Callum, the 16-year-old 
brother of Liam, who died 
aged 14 from cancer, led a 
group of 20 people in the tan¬ 
dem skydive above 
Cambridgeshire. 

The jumpers, which includ¬ 
ed Cambridge News reporter 
Gareth McPherson, Kirsty 
and Vicky Moffat, Ben Bailey, 
Faye Freeman and Fay 
Lendrem, reached speeds of 
up to 180mph during the dive 
at Chatteris Airfield. 

Callum, from Soham, 
described the jump, which is 
set to raise more than £6,000 
for The Liam Fairhurst

Foundation, as “the most 
insane experience” he has 
ever had. 

He said: “Jumping out of a 
perfectly good aeroplane is 
probably the most ridiculous 
thing to do - but it was the 
best feeling I have ever had. 

“We are so grateful to the 20 
people who jumped and have 
enabled The Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation to help out so 
many incredible young peo¬ 
ple.” 

Liam raised £340,000 for 
children’s charities from 
when he was diagnosed, aged 
10, with soft tissue cancer up 
until his death four years 
later in 2009. 


Callum has taken on the 
fundraising mantle for the 
foundation, which helps 
young people affected by 
cancer and disabilities, as 
well as their families. 

Last year, Callum, who lives 
with his mum and dad, Sarah 
and Mark, set himself a list of 
50 things to do before he 
reaches the end of his teens, 
with skydiving being one of 
them. 

Among the activities he still 
has left to do are climbing 
Kilimanjiro and shearing a 
sheep.

“Despite the ban, a lot of cyclists 
ignore it and use the route anyway, 
and the number of times I’ve wit¬ 
nessed people having to leap out of 
the way to avoid cyclists coming 
towards them at high speed is scary 
“I’m worried that a child or an 
elderly person is going to fall into 
the river as it is. Lifting the bicycle 
ban is going to make the area dan¬ 
gerous for pedestrians in my view.” 
Commenting on ely-news.co.uk, 


another resident said: “Here we go 
again - more rights for the cyclist 
and none for the pedestrian. Let’s 
hope someone doesn’t end up in the 
river. 

“I will not give way to a cyclist if I 
am challenged by one on the path¬ 
way Cycles belong on cycleways or 
roads, not pathways.” 

As previously reported, the ban is 
being lifted as part of a plan drawn 
up by the council to improve the 
city’s Riverside, and the authority 
insists the move will enhance the 


area. 

The Ely Cycling Campaign has 
welcomed the decision. A spokes¬ 
man said: “We’re really pleased the 
ban is being lifted. This is one of the 
simple improvements we’ve been 
campaigning for and we’re hoping 
this will be the first of many that will 
make Ely a safer and more pleasant 
place to travel by bike.”

Growth industry! Volunteers plant 
30 trees at conservation area 


AN ex-convict told magistrates he 
attacked a man in a park and 
smashed a pub window as he tried 
to break ties with bad influences 
after being freed from prison. 

Wayne Danks, 39, assaulted his 
friend of 19 years in front of chil¬ 
dren at Soham Recreation Ground 
before going to the town’s Red Lion 
pub to have it out with the land¬ 
lord, smashing a window pane 
after being thrown out. 

At Cambridge Magistrates’ Court, 
Danks admitted assaulting 
Andrew McMahon on November 
23 and criminal damage to the pub 
in the early hours of November 24. 

Representing himself, Danks told 
the court: “I have been friends 
with these people for a long time. 

“It’s these people that I have got 
myself into trouble with in the past 
and I had gone to see them with 
the belief that if I dealt with the 
situation and put these friends 
behind me I could get on with my 
life.” 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said 
Danks accused Mr McMahon of 


JORDAN DAY 


taking some of his tools after he 
asked him to help him move some 
of his belongings following his 
release from prison for a domestic 
violence offence. 

Mr Brown said they arranged to 
meet at the recreation ground, 
which is where the assault hap¬ 
pened. He said: “The defendant 
pushed him two or three times in 
the chest, then punched him two 
or three times to the face.” 

He said a member of the public 
tried to stop them because chil¬ 
dren were playing nearby. 

Danks, of no fixed abode, then 
went to the Red Lion, where he 
used to work, to speak to the land¬ 
lord Kenneth Oliver to “bury the 
hatchet”. 

But there was an altercation, the 
defendant was thrown out and he 
punched the window smashing a 
single pane, Mr Brown said. 

The case was adjourned until 
January 7 for sentencing. 


ABOUT 30 new trees have been planted 
in a village conservation area.

allow our village bees to collect nectar, 
which will produce a totally different 
honey to that of oil seed rape which 
was this year’s product. 

“The other trees will benefit not only 
us but birds as well, with oak as our 
country’s mainstay species. 

“It was also good to see a village 
youngster planting the first apple tree 
in the village’s community orchard in 
2006. 

“All that remains is for the community 
to look after them and reap their 
benefits.”

Robin Hood 

hits the target

THE Cambridge Arts Theatre panto is a bit like a trip 
to Pizza Express: you always know roughly what 
you’re going to get - and it’s always exactly what you 
want. 

Though company members may come and go, 
there are certain traditions that must always endure: 
you know, for example, that the ravens will leave 
the Tower before the Arts panto foregoes a 'messy' 
scene with buckets of slop and the most wince- 
inducing pratfalls this side of Norman Wisdom. 

If this suggests a tick-box approach, or anyone 
going through the motions, nothing could be further 
from the truth. Every year, producer Dave Murphy 
and his team succeed in finding inventive new ways 
of playing the old riffs so that, whether it's your 
first Arts panto or your 31st, no-one goes home 
disappointed. 

This year's model brings magic and folklore to the 
fore: from the flying bicycle that opens the show 
to the scenes of the young royal babes lost in the 
enchanted forest - home to some impressive talking 
trees - and the wicked old hag of a witch, there's a 


real fairytale quality to the story. 

It's also the most musical panto I've ever seen, with 
the cast breaking out into variations on pop classics 
every few minutes. That might test the patience of 
some children (mainly boys, I suspect) but my five- 
year-old son assured me he "sort of' enjoyed them. 

It was the only thing in the production to draw 
anything like a lukewarm response: elsewhere, he 
was dazzled by just about everything, cheering on 
Robin and his Merry Men in their struggle against 
the wicked Sheriff of Nottingham, and laughing so 
hard when (sensitive children be warned) the latter 
chopped the head off a Peppa Pig toy I thought he 
might be in danger of losing his own. 

Former Coronation Street and The Bill star Stephen 
Beckett is fabulous as the boo-hiss (and camp as 
Christmas) Sheriff, reprising his crowd-pleasing 
shtick from last year's Jack and the Beanstalk of 
taunting the audience for our lack of good breeding, 
with our 'minging' faces and Primark and George at 
Asda clothing. 

West End star Ross Hunter is suitably dashing 


as Robin (though his insistence on singing in an 
American accent is a bit jarring for England's 
greatest folk hero) but it's Lorna Want's spunky 
Maid Marian who has the real cojones - she's 
smarter and braver than the hero, and can kick his 
ass in a fight, to boot. Sophie Isaacs is equally gutsy 
as magical sprite Beyonce Willoweb, while Jonny 
Weldon, Ian Redford and Richard Earl are strong 
comic foils as Will Scarlett, Friar Tuck and Little 
John. 

Inevitably, though, it's Arts panto mainstay Matt 
Crosby - who co-wrote the script with director 
Michael Fentiman - who steals the show as Nurse 
Nelly, bringing a large dollop of sauce of to this plum 
pudding, not least in a hilarious labour scene - I've 
seen plenty of pantos in my time, but watching a 
fully-grown man emerge from the dame's bloomers 
has to be a first. 

The relentless gag rate makes room for some 
old favourites - including a welcome return for 
the Cambridge United bra (little support and no 
cups, I thank you), while much sport is made of 


anachronistic references to Facebook, twerking and 
the Sheriff slapping an ASBO on Robin Hoodie. It's 
also a surprisingly sexy show, choreographer Kevan 
Allen's dancers bringing some Chicago-style sass to 
a series of not overly-dressed routines. Definitely 
something for - ahem - the whole family, then. 

Played with infectious enthusiasm by a talented 
cast who give every indication of having the time 
of their lives, this fast, funny, magical, silly and 
scary (but not too scary) show zings like a quiver 
full of arrows and hits the bullseye every time.

They say panto 
is the perfect introduction to theatre for children. 
There's your proof.

WALKING WITH DINOSAURS

IN October 1999, six years 
after Steven Spielberg 
restored Tyrannosaurus Rex 
to the top of the food chain 
in Jurassic Park, the BBC 
unveiled its groundbreaking 
series Walking With 
Dinosaurs. 

Narrated by Kenneth 
Branagh, the programme 
employed state-of-the-art 
animatronics and computer¬ 
generated effects to step back 
in time to the Mesozoic Era. 

The six-part journey into 
a lost world populated by 
majestic beasts captivated 
viewers and won numerous 
awards, including two 
BAFTAs and three Emmys. 

Now comes Walking With 
Dinosaurs - The 3D Movie, 
the next evolution employing 
dazzling visuals to explore 
a familiar story of triumph 
against adversity in the late 
Cretaceous period. 

Screenwriter John Collee's 
simplistic script emphasises 
the educational aspects by 
repeatedly freeze-framing the 
action to provide us with the 
genus, English translation and 
feeding classification of each 


dinosaur. 

Humour is pitched at 
younger audiences - the 
opening sequence is a feast of 
dino-poop - with occasional 
concessions to parents. 

A clumsy yet well- 
intentioned framing device 
introduces Bulldust, the leader 
of a herd of herbivorous 
Pachyrhinosaurus. Bulldust 
must impose his authority on 
younger rivals while keeping 
an eye on his newly hatched 
brood including Scowler 
(voiced by Skyler Stone) and 
his weakling brother Patchi 
(Justin Long). 

As the siblings grow up, 
Patchi learns to compensate 
for his small stature to 
overcome the obstacles 


that life throws at him and 
woo his sweetheart, Juniper 
(Tiya Sircar). All the while 
his wise-cracking best friend 
Alex (John Leguizamo) 
keeps a close eye on Patchi 
as together they face the 
merciless Gorgosaurus, high¬ 
flying Pterosaurs and the 
chicken-like Hesperonychus. 

Walking With Dinosaurs 
- The 3D Movie is visually 
arresting edutainment that 
makes fleeting use of the eye¬ 
popping format. 

Scenes that might be a tad 
scary for the very young 
are preceded by a verbal 
warning from Alex, giving 
parents sufficient time to 
create a cuddle cage from the 
necessary bloodshed.

Still relying on bank 
of Mum and Dad... 


PARENTS in the East of 
England are forking out an 
average of £579 a year just 
to help their children keep 
their cars on the road. 

Almost half (47 per cent) 
of the region’s young driv¬ 
ers questioned in the study 
said they rely on the Bank 
of Mum and Dad to cover 
running costs and motor

FORD MUSTANG: Around 
£30k for four-cylinder 
version 


FORD has unveiled its latest 
generation Mustang muscle car, 
which for the first time will come 
to the UK in right-hand drive 
form. The car, which will go on 
sale towards the end of 2014, 
claims to be lighter and more 
advanced than its predecessor. 

Also new is a 2.3-litre, 305 
horsepower engine, which Ford 


hopes will boost the Mustang’s 
eco credentials in Europe 
without detracting from the 
car’s performance. 
Traditionalists have nothing to 
fear, however, as Ford has 
retained the car’s signature 5.0- 
litre V8 motor.
